OHIO STILL RISING 


Flood Termed Worst Since 


in 1913 


Off to tWar Zone 


CINCINNATI, 
March 
20 — 


Flood waters raged through the 
Ohio river valley today from the 
West Virginia line to Louisville, 
spreading its toll of destruction 
through four states— jOhio, West 
Virginia, Kentucky and Indiana 


Seven persons were known to 


have died m the flooded area. 


With the water level pushing 


steadily higher as rain. — swollen 
tributaries emptied rushing tor- 
rents into the Ohio river, the flood 
was characterized as the worst 
since 1913. 


More than a score of cities and 


towns have been damaged by the 
rush of water from the Ohio it- 
self. 
The flood has inundated 


thousands of acres of fertile farm 
land, submerged long stretches of 
highways anrt covered railroad 
tracks in the lowlands.

Every argument is on the side 


of free interchange.

mal conditions there is no differ- 
ence in the value of the two cur- 
rencies. Most of the time the 
money of the dominion is as val- 
liable af the corresponding Amer- 
ican coin or note, and ^sometimes 
is worth a trifle more. The differ- 
ence either way is very small. For 
free interchange there is the argu- 
ment that Canadians

venienced and humiliated when 
their money is declined in the 
United States.

It is just as important to en- 


courage the interchange of money 
as the interchange of citizens, and 
yet the United States has devoted 
its efforts to making it easy for 
Canadians to cross the internal- 
ional line.

their financial advantage to tn- 


a "Wider acrr-ptarscc- of the 


Corijrrcve had not yet written
